Section  1.  The  Boston  Normal  School  is  estab- 
lished for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  an  opportunity 
for  such  young  women  as  wish  to  become  teachers  to 
receive  a  thorough  course  of  distinct  professional  in- 
struction, and  to  fit  themselves  for  teachers  in  the 
public  schools  of  Boston. 
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Sect.  2.  Tho  teachers  shall  be  a  head-master,  who 
shall  be  a  graduate  of  a  college  in  good  standing,  a 
head-assistant,  and  as  many  assistants  as  may  be  found 
necessary,  provided  the  number  of  assistants  shall 
not  exceed  one  for  every  thirty  pupils.  Special  in- 
struction in  Music  and  Drawing  shall  be  given  in  this 
school,  in  tho  same  manner  as  is  provided  for  the  High 
schools  of  the  city,  under  the  direction  of  the  com- 
mittees on  these  departments. 

Sect.  3.  Candidates  for  admission  must  signify  in 
writing  their  intention  to  teach.  A  diploma  of  gradu- 
ation from  either  of  the  Boston  High  schools  shall  be 
considered  evidence  of  qualification  for  admission. 
Candidates  not  graduates  of  the  Boston  High  schools 
must  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in  the  ordinary 
High-school  studies,  and  must  present  evidence  of 
good  moral  character.  No  candidate  shall  be  admitted 
to  this  school  who  is  not  at  least  seventeen  years  of 
age,  except  by  special  vote  of  the  committee  of  the 
school. 

Sect.  4.  The  sessions  of  this  school  shall  begin  at 
nine  o'clock,  A.  M.,  and  close  at  two  o'clock  P.  M., 
except  on  Saturdays,  when  there  shall  be  no  session. 

Sect.  5.  The  plan  of  study  shall  be  arranged  for 
one  year.  Pupils  who  have  attended  for  that  period, 
and  who  have  completed  the  course  of  study  in  a 
manner  satisfactory  to  the  committee  of  the  school, 
shall  be  entitled  to  receive  a  diploma. 

Sect.  6.  The  course  of  study  in  this  school  shall  be 
as  follows :  — 

1.  Mental  and  Moral  Science,  and  Logic. 

2.  History  and  Principles  of  Education,  School 
Management,  and  Methods  of  Instruction. 

3.  Physiology  and  Hygiene.

The  several  school  districts  having  been 
arranged  and  grouped  together,  with  a  view  to  make  the 
labors  of  the  officers  as  nearly  equal  as  possible,  each 
truant-officer  shall  be  assigned  a  district,  and  shall  be  held 
responsible  to  the  special  committee  on  that  department, 
for  a  judicious  and  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his 
office. 

Sect.  2.  Each  truant-officer  shall  give  his  whole  time  to 
the  position  to  which  he  is  appointed,  except  as  may  be 
otherwise  provided  by  vacation,  which  shall  be  determined 
by  the  Committee  on  Truant  Officers.  He  shall  endeavor 
to  procure  the  attendance  at  school  of  all  the  children  of 
his  district,  required  by  law  so  to  do  ;  and  shall,  by  means 
of  argument   and   persuasion,  both  with  the  children   and 
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their  parents  or  guardians,  and  by  other  means  than  force, 
strive  to  accomplish  such  a  result. 

Sect.  3.  When  a  truant-officer  shall  not  be  able  to  pro- 
cure the  attendance  at  school,  either  public  or  private,  of 
any  child  who  is  an  habitual  truant,  or  who  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  statute  law  ought  to  attend,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  such  officer,  after  consultation  with  the 
chairman  of  the  district  committee,  or,  in  his  absence,  with 
the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Truant  Officers,  to  pro- 
cure a  warrant  and  arrest  such  child,  who  shall  be  brought 
for  trial  before  a  magistrate  having  jurisdiction  in  the  case. 

Sect.  4.  The"  truant  officers  shall  meet  twice  in  each 
month,  on  the  first  and  third  Mondays,  at  4  P.M.,  or 
oftcner  when  considered  necessary  by  the  chief,  or  the 
chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Truant  Officers.  At  such 
meetings  they  shall  confer  together  as  to  the  most  efficient 
methods  of  discharging  the  duties  incumbent  upon  them, 
and  shall  report  in  writing  to  their  chief  all  cases  of  tru- 
ancy or  violations  of  law  with  regard  to  the  attendance  of 
children  at  school  which  they  may  have  investigated.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  chief  to  keep  a  record  of  the  doings 
of  the  truant  officers,  to  file  their  reports,  and,  once  in  each 
month,  to  transmit  to  the  Committee  on  Truant  Officers  a 
report  of  the  doings  of  himself  and  his  subordinates.

The  East  Boston  High  School  is  established 
to  furnish  those  boys  and  girls  who  have  completed  the 
course  of  stud}^  prescribed  in  the  Grammar  schools  with  an 
opportunity  of  pursuing  more  advanced  studies. 

Sect.  2.  The  teachers  shall  be  a  head-master,  who  must 
be  a  graduate  of  a  college  in  good  standing,  a  head-assist- 
ant, and  as  many  assistants  as  may  be  found  necessary, 
provided  that  the  number  of  assistants  shall  not  exceed  one 
for  everjr  thirty-five  pupils  ;  also  a  special  teacher  for  each 
of  the  following  studies :  French,  German,  Drawing  and 
Music. 

Sect.  3.  Candidates  for  admission  to  this  school  must 
present  a  certificate  of  good  moral  character  from  their  last 
teacher  ;  must  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in  spelling, 
reading,  writing,  arithmetic,  English  grammar,  modern 
geography,  and  history  of  the  United  States  ;  and  must  be 
not  less  than  twelve  years  of  age. 

Sect.  4.  The  examination  of  applicants  for  admission 
shall  be  conducted  by  the  instructors  of  the  school,  orally 
and  from  written  questions  prepared  by  them  and  approved 
by  the  standing  committee.  It  shall  be  the  dmVv  of  the 
committee  to  be  present,  and  to  assist  at  the  examination  ; 
and  the  admission  of  candidates  shall  be  subject  to  their 
approval. 

Sect.  5.  The  course  of  study  shall  be  arranged  for  three 
years,  and  those  pupils  who  have  completed  it  in  a  manner 
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satisfactory  to  the  standing  committee  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  a  diploma. 

Sect.  6.  There  shall  be  a  daily  session  of  the  school, 
excepting  on  Saturdays  and  holidays,  commencing  at  9, 
A.M.,  and  closing  at  2,  P.M.

The  following,  therefore,  are  the  regulations  of  the 
said  School  :  — 

Section  1.  The  Boston  Normal  School  is  established  for 
the  purpose  of  furnishing  an  opportunity  for  such  young 
women  as  wish  to  become  teachers  to  receive  a  thorough 
course  of  distinct  professional  instruction,  and  to  fit  them- 
selves for  teachers  in  the  public  schools  of  Boston. 

Sect.  2.  The  teachers  shall  be  a  head-master,  who  shall 
be  a  graduate  of  a  college  in  good  standing,  a  head-assist- 
ant, and  as  many  assistants  as  may  be  found  necessary, 
provided  the  number  of  assistants  shall  not  exceed  one  for 
every  thirty  pupils.  Special  instruction  in  Music  and 
Drawing  shall  be  given  in  this  school,  in  the  same  manner 
as  is  provided  for  the  High  schools  of  the  city,  under  the 
direction  of  the  committees  on  these  departments. 

Sect.  3.  Candidates  for  admission  must  signify  in 
writing  their  intention  to  teach.  A  diploma  of  graduation 
from  either  of  the  Boston  High  schools  shall  be  considered 
evidence  of  qualification  for  admission.  Candidates  not 
graduates  of  the  Boston  High  schools  must  pass  a  satis- 
factory examination  in  the  ordinary  High-school  studies, 
and  must  present  evidence  of  good  moral  character.  No 
candidate  shall  be  admitted  to  this  school  who  is  not  at 
least  seventeen  years  of  age,  except  by  special  vote  of  the 
committee  of  the  school. 

Sect.  4.  The  sessions  of  this  school  shall  begin  at  nine 
o'clock  A.  M.,  and  close  at  two  o'clock  P.  M.,  except  on 
Saturdays,  when  there  shall  be  no  session. 

Sect.  5.  The  plan  of  study  shall  be  arranged  for  one 
year.  Pupils  who  have  attended  for  that  period,  and  who 
have  completed  the  course  of  study  in  a  manner  satisfactory 
to  the  committee  of  the  school,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
a  diploma. 

Sect.  6.  The  course  of  study  in  this  school  shall  be  as 
•  follows :  — 
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1.  Mental  and  Moral  Science,  and  Logic. 

2.  History  and  Principles  of  Education,  School  Manage- 
ment, and  Methods  of  Instruction. 

3.  Physiology  and  Hygiene. 

4.  Physics  and  Natural  History,  with  reference  to  Objec- 
tive Teaching. 

5.  Study  of  Language ;  its  history,  acquisition  and 
analysis. 

6.  Grammar  School  Studies  with  reference  to  teaching. 

7.  Drawing,  and  its  use  as  a  means  of  illustration  in 
teaching,  and  Vocal  Music. 

8.  Observation  and  Practice  in  Primary  and  Grammar 
Schools. 

Sect.  7.  The  text-books  used  in  this  school  shall  be  such 
of  the  text-books  used  in  the  other  public  schools  of  the 
city  as  are  needed  for  the  course  of  study,  and  such  others 
as  shall  be  authorized  by  the  School  Board. 

Sect.  8.  Any  graduate  of  this  school  shall  have  the 
preference  where  teachers  are  to  be  employed  in  the  public 
schools,  other  things  being  equal ;  and  such  graduate,  who 
is  also  a  graduate  of  a  public  high  school  of  this  city,  when 
so  employed,  shall  receive  the  same  salary  for  her  first  and 
subsequent  years  of  service  that  others  receive  for  the 
second  and  subsequent  years. 

Sect.  9.  Any  graduate  of  this  school  who  has  received 
a  diploma  may  be  elected  as  assistant  in  a  Grammar  school, 
or  teacher  of  a  Primary  school,  without  further  examina- 
tion. 

Sect.  10.  This  school  shall  close  on  the  first  school  day 
in  July,  with  such  exercises  as  the  committee  of  the  school 
may  order.
